HUGHES INSULTED NAVY, | 
F. D. ROOSEVELT SAYS| 


Assistant Secretary of the Navy| ‘ 


Characterizes Speech 
as Slur on the Service. 


Franklin D,. Roosevelt,, Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, said yesterday that 
Charles E. Hughes had insulted the ot- 
ficers and men of the navy in his 
Brooklyn speech Wednesday night when 
he declared that “we must pay less 
attention to punctuation and more to 
targets.” Mr. Roosevelt shggested that 
Mr, Hughes look up the. condition, of 
the navy in 1912, when Secretdry Meyer 
held a reviéw in New York Harbor. At 
that ‘time, he said, the ships were un- 
dermanned, some ‘of them had to be 
towed to their anchorages, and that 
several were, kept afloat only by hav- 
ing the pumps Manned day and night. 

‘*Mr. Hughes,”* said Assistant Secre- 
tary Roosevelt, “is casting a veiled 
aspersion on the Uhited States Navy—is 
not only insulting every officer and 
map in it but is talking of something 
he knows nothing about. It would 
have been more fair and honorable if 
he had obtained the opinions of the 
fleet and ship commanders before he 
said ‘we must pay less attention to 
punctuation and more. to targéts.’ 

“What officer would go pack to the 
target practice of the Taft Administra- 
tion? What officer would go back La 
the business methods of four years 
under “political Meyer, the man w 
held a political review in New ne 
Harbor 1912 and fajled to tell the 
People: that the ships were under- 
manned, that some of them had to be 
towed to their. anchorage, and that 
some had to be kept afloat by manning 
the pumps day and night?

SIMMONS REPLIES FOR JEWS 


Criticises Adjt. Gen. Stotesbury’s 
Finding in Militia Controversy. 


Maurice Simmons, Chairman of the 
Committee for the Protection of the 
Good Name of Immigrant Peoples, yes- 
terday issued a statement in answer to 
the finding of Adj. Gen. Louis W. 
Stotesbury that Jews are not discrimi- 
nated against in National Guard en- 
listments. Governor Whitman made the 
Adjutant General's report to him public 
in Albany on Wednesday. In Mr. Sim- 
mons’s answer he says: 

‘‘In order that there may be no 
misunderstandi of the Governor's or- 
der or of the adjutant General's re- 
port, let me state that the complaint 
preferred to the Governor by the Com- 
mittee for the Protection of the Good 
Name of Immigrant Peoples, was not 
that there was a oer g- prevalence 
in the National.Guard of discrimination 
against Jews in the matter of enlist- 
ment,’ but that it existed in certain 
units of the National Guard. 

*‘ The investigation was conducted un- 
der great difficulties, in view of the 
Adjutant General's unfortunate refusal 
to order the Sppeatnuce before him of 
various disisterested officers and mem- 
bers of the National Guard who were 
in a position to offer conclusive cor- 
roborative testimony, and his unfor- 
tunate refusal to order the production 
of documentary evidence establishing 
the fact that in repeated cases rac'a! 
discrimination had been practiced. The 
Governor's action in the matter is, how- 
ever, salutary and constructive, the 
present law vesting in enlistment and 
commanding officers absolute discretion 
in fee acceptance or rejection of re- 
cruits. , 

“The Adjutant General has assured 
me that, if the amendment to the Mili- 
tary Regulations recommended yester- 
day by the Governor does not prove to 
be a sufficient preventive, other 
teeth will be inserted in the Military 
Regulations. The Committee wn orinar 
to see to it that no offending officer 
shall escape punishment for any fla- 
gtant dereliction during the investiga- 
tion.’”” 


REVIVE MOZART WORKS. 


Albert Reiss Produces ‘‘Bastien and 
Bastienne” and “The Impresario.” 








Two ‘stage works of Mozart came out 
of the oblivion of musical dictionaries 
and biographies of the composer into 
real life yesterday when Albert Reiss of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company gave 
at the Empire Theatre his production of 
}the pastoral operetta, ‘‘ Bastien and 
Bastienne,”.. and ‘‘ The Impresario,”’ 
which was called a comedy opera in 
translation of the German term, sing- 
spiel. It is a matter of question whether 
these works have ever been given in 
English in this country before, but there 
is no doubt they have never been given 
in the versions by A. Mattulath and 
Henry E. Krehbiel that were used yes- 
terday. 

Apparently Mr. Reiss’s project inter- 
ested a good many persons, for there 
was a large audience, and it exhibited 
such enthusiasm as to offer encourage- 
ment for the unconfessed but still cred- 
ible intention to repeat either these or 
give other old works of similar kind. . 

There was considerable charm in 
** Bastien and Bastienne’’ as sung by 
Mabel Garrison and Messrs. Reiss and 
David Bispham, but the real event of 
the afternoon was the performance of 
“The Impresario.’’ There has never 
been much satisfaction‘ with, the libretto 
of “’ Der Schauspieldirektor,”” which has 
tg been responsible for the fact 
hat its few performances abroad have 

not pereget it into more general use, 

aT his objection was not apparent as 
the piece was played yesterday. Mr. 
Krehbiel has turned the text as he 
found it into a very lively and amusing 
satire.on the pretensions of the people 
of the opera stage.

DERIDES FAILURE @0 REPLY 


Hin 4 
Tells Western New Yorkers It Is 


“a Confession of Incompe- 
tence” or-of Guilt.

BATAVIA, N. Y., Oct. 26.—Character- 
izing Gevernor Whitman's failure to 
answer immediately the twenty-one 
specific charges made against him as 
‘a confession of incompetence or an 
pa 2s #0 of guilt,” Samuel Seabury 
continued his attack on the Whitman 
administration here tonight and added 
Charge 22, ‘attempted. coercion of 
the press and suppression of free 
speech.” Mr. Seabury’s latest ac- 
cusation has to do with the Governor’s 
relations with The New York Tribune. 

The Demoporatic *candidate spoke to- 
day to more. than 7,000,people in five 
counties, Monroe, Orleans, Niagara, 
Erie, and Genesee. He told the crowds 
that he was ready for “‘ a battle royal ”’ 
in the interests of good government. 
About 1,500 people heard him continue 
his specified accusations tonight. 

‘* Governor Whitman says that he will 
answer my charges in a few days,’’. he 
said. ‘‘ With the whole State waiting 
to hear his defense he ia compelled to 
seek the aid of his advisers to frame a 
reply. Any man fit. to be Governor, 
with two years’ experfence of that great 
office behind him, should be so familiar 
with the affairs of the State that he 
could answer any and all of my charges 
instantly, if he could answer them at 
all. Is not his plea for'timé a con- 
fession of incompetence or an admission 
of guilt? 

“T now make Charge 22—I charge 
Governor Whitman with attempted 
coercion of the press and suppression 
of free speech. The New York Tribune, 
a Republican paper, ‘had the courage. to 
tell the truth about Governor Whitman. 
Governor Whitman sent his private 
Secretary, Mr. Orr, to The Tribune of- 
fice, to warn. the editor that, if The 
Tribune did not desist from its criticism 
of Governor Whitman's official course, 
it could not expect to be treated as a 
Republican paper in the matter of of- 
ficial advertising. But this threat was 
not enough.
